Startling to many Americans, ami especially lo those with 
sons, brothers or husbands lighting in Korea, was the announce­ 
ment earlier this week by General Hoyt S Vandenberg that 
Uncle Sam lacked planes enough to fight an expanded war in the 
Far F.ast and still protect ourselves in Europe, 
I tis remarks were addressed to the Senate Committee which 
has been investigating the dismissal of General MacArthur by 
President Truman. 
Perhaps because this com mittee is heavily packed with 
political partisans of the President, the implications of General 
Vandenberg’* statements were not immediately explored 
However, two questions mise immediately, and they are 
questions which the American public ought to think over very 
carefully before making up its mind how lo vote in the Presiden­ 
tial election next year. 
First question is. who is to blame if we do nut have air­ 
planes enough? 
The answer is unmistakeable: President Truman. 
Not merely because he is commander in chief, ( and quite 
proud of it, too, when things go well; he then is willing to accept 
all the credit) but for far more direct reasons. 
For years there has been a divided opinion concerning the 
status of the airplane in the American military organization, It 
is the same quarrel which flared out twenty live years ago in the 
historic Billy Mitchell episode. * Mitchell was bounced out of 
the army for trying to warn the brass hal* (and the admirals) 
that what later happened was going to happen- 
that the airplane 
was going to upset all pre-existing army and navy concepts. 
The small boy with his funny*books has known something 
about military strategy ever since that period which the big shot 
army and navy "thinkers” either didn’t know or wouldn’t admit, 
that the airplane has the jump on anything which either of the 
older branches of service can provide. 
Blit Uncle Sam’s military affairs have been dictated bv the 
generals and the admirals, mostly those from the sacred halls of 
West Point and Annapolis. The result has been thai the air force 
has been a step-child. The airplane has been whipsawed o n e way 
and another, between crises. 
When emergencies have arisen, 
never by any happy accident have we had planes enough to 
meet them. W e’ve had military equipment in the wrong theatres, 
armies somewhere besides where they were needed, battleships 
in the wrong ocean—-or sitting like ducks, at anchor. The planes 
have been ‘‘on order.” 
Yet always, in the pinch, it has been the plane which, finally 
provided, has turned the tide. 
In the long-standing argument over whether to concentrate 
more on planes or more on cannon-fodder, President I roman has 
consistently sided with the brass hat army leadership against the 
planes. 
Ever since the end of World War It there has been a run 
fling debate in Congress over whether to in* reuse the number of 
air groups.

An ordinance signifying and ex­ 
pressing the desire of council to 
increase 
indebtedness of 
Bristol 
Borough in th** amount of $400,000 
for tin* purpose of extending and 
improving 
the sewage treatm ent 
plant, was passed lust evening at a 
special meeting of council. 
John 
Kmoyer, III., president, presided, 
with all members present. 
Smoyer told members of council 
the meeting was called for the pu r­ 
pose of voting on the ordinance ap­ 
proving the improvements on the 
sewage treatment plant, and to in­ 
crease Hie indebtedness of the bor­ 
on git to $4tMM)00 ho the bond issue 
covering such will ta* on the ballot 
July 24th. 
Buies of council were suspended 
and the ordinance was passed on 
the first reading by u unanimous 
vote. A summary of the ordinance 
is as follows; The preamble recites 
thut Hie borough council has de­ 
termined that It is necessary to ex­ 
tend and improve the sewage treat­ 
ment plant of the borough In the 
amount of $ 100,000 for the purpose 
of providing funds for the aforesaid 
purpose.
